brothers hope to weave a network 
of cables under and around the sub­ 
merged vessel. 
These cables will be 
carried to a barge, anchored above 
the wreck, which will be equipped 
with 40 winches. 
At low tide the winches will take 
up the slack in the cables. As the 
tide comes in the buoyancy of the 
barge will lift the Islander free of 
the ocean floor, and winches will 
draw the barge and sunken ship 
shoreward until it grounds again. 
In four months they expect the 
Islander will be high and dry on the 
beach and the gold will be theirs. 
Several attempts have been made 
to salvage the Islander. One suit­ 
case containing 14 pounds of gold 
in buckskin bags was recovered.
